We have the honour to submit the Annual Report on the 
administration of the State for the year 1908-09, to ’Which, as usual, the 
sev^al departmental reports are attached. 

V/ 2. Constitution of the Council. — Your Highness was pleased to 
appoint, during the year of report, Your Highness’ Secretary Babu Priya 
Nath Ghosh, m.a., as an Additional Ordinary Membei', and the Revenue 
Officer Babu Bhupati Chakravartti, m.a., b.l., as a Member of the State 
Council, in addition to the existing members. With a view to give effect 
; to Your Highness’ long cherished desire to create a separate Legislative 
I Council for the Cooch Behar State, Your Highness was further pleased to 
decide “that the functions hitherto exercised by the Council as at present 
constituted, so far as relates to matters legislative, should be performed by the 
Legislative Council ”, the constitution of which is as follows : — 

(a) All the members of the State Council as at present constituted. 

if) One paember representing the Raj^uns. 

(c) One member representing the Hindu Jotedars and one member 

representing the Mahomedan Jotedars. 

(d) One member representing the Bar. 

(e) One member representing Commerce and Industry. 

The five new members are to be called Additional Members and will 
be appointed by Your Highness, as the time bas not yet arrived to introduce 
the elective form of representation, 

Babu Prijranath Datta, 'M.a., b.l.. Civil and Sessions Judge of the 
State and Judicial Member, State Council, was absent on privilege leave 
from the 2nd to the 24th of January 1‘909. 

I, 3. Judicial work of the State Council. — The Council held 26 meet- 
ings on its Judicial side against 31 ^of the previous year. At tWo of these 
meetings Your Highness preside^ a'hd heard a criminal appeal against an 
order of the Sessions Ju^ge of the State acquitting an accused person of 
the charge of murder under section 302 of the Indian Penal Code and the 
Rules of Cooch Behar. The appal was presented by the Public Prosecutor 
undp Section 417 of the Criminal Procedure Code. The ordei; of the 
Sesuons Judge was confirmed by Your Highness in Council. The follow* 
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iug statemeDt will shew the work done by the State Council on 
Judicial tttdes — 
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rout cases only remained pending at the close of the year. 

4. Legislative and Executive work of the Council . — On the Legis-i 
lative and Executive side, 43 meetings were held against the same number 
of the previous year, at 12 of which Your Highness presided. 

Oooch Behar Act I of 1900, being the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
was passed into law during the year of report, and two Bills, (1) An Act foip 
the Begistration of Births and Heaths in Municipal towns, and (3; the Cooch 
Behar Tenancy Bill are under consideration of the Eegislative Council, 
The Code of Criminal Procedure is based on the laW in force in British 
India, with some slight modifications to suit the special circumstances of 
the State. The Cooch Behar Tenancy Bill is a very important measure as 
it deals with the rights of landlords and tenants j it has been framed after a * 
good deal of consideration and discussion.

6, JSeaw, retirement and death of Babu Bhupati Chakra- 

vartti, *w.A., B.n., Bevenue Officer of the State, who took over t^arge of the 
Eevenue Departocpt from the Hewan of the State on the 14^ of March 
1908, was ah^nt on privilege leave for three months with effect fiom the 
9th of Septembcf 1908. During his alraence Baba Priywiath DaUa* if.A., 
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€mi and Seraions cTudge bfibe State, held of the dlE^ of the 

Revenue Officer, in addition to his own dutiest^and was vested with all the 
powers of that o^cer. 

Babu Hari Bas Mnkheijee, m.a., b.l., Bouzdari Ahilkar of the State, 
retired from the^service of the State on pension in May 1908, and Bahu 
Raj Krislma Dm, l.c.!., Assistant Civil Judge, was appointed by Your 
Highness to act as the Bouzdari Ahilkar. 

Babu Kedar Nath Majumdar, Superiritendent of Works, who 
accompanied Your Highness to England on special leave, died there on the 
9tli of September 1908. The Cooch Hehar Gnzdte, Extraordinary, of 
September 14, 1908, issued under Your Highness’ orders, expressed Your 
Highness’ regret at the orcurrcnco and apjjrociai ion of his long and faith- 
ful services. The courts and offices remaindu closed on the 16th Septem- 
ber under Your tUghness* orders as a mark of respect for the deceased. 
Mr. C. Nandi, b.a., b.b., a.m.i.m.e., London, was subsequently appointed 
Superintendent of Works, 

' 7. Golleciion of coins of Native States for the Indian Museum and jor 

the Shill on Coin C aline t. — Th^ Bengal Government having invited assist- 
ance in the matter of collection^of coins of Native States for the* Cabinet 
of the Indian Museum, National History Section, Your Highness was pleased 
to present to the Museum one silver coin of each neign from that of 
Maharaja Upendra Narayan. Similarly, at the request of the Government of 
Lasiern Bengal and Assam, Your Highness was pleased to present 8 Koch 
coins representing the reigns of eight Maharajas from the time of Maha- 
raja Nara Narayan (also known as Malla Narayan) to the Cabinet attached 
to the Government Public Library at .Shillong. 

8. Training of Police Officers at Ranchi . — With a view to promot- 
ing greater efficiency among the investigating staff, Your Highness ap- 
proved of the suggestion made by the Superintendent of the State to send 
two Police cadets for training to the Hanchi Training College. As, how- 
ever, tliere are no Police Officers who have passed the P. A. Examination, 
which under recent orders of Your Highness is an essential qualification, 
two outsiders, who have passed that* examination, have, under Your High- 
ness’ orders, been deputed to Banchi on a monthly allowance of Rs. 25 
each as is the case* with cadets from Bengal. • 

9. The Coach Behnr Landholders Association. — An association 
under this title composed of the landholders of the State has been formed 

‘ mainly for the consideration of the Cooch Behar Tepancy Bill ■ which is 
pending in Your Highness’ Legislative Council. Your Highness has been 
pleased to order that no individual holding a "State appointment can be 
permitted to join this Association and to gfant the Association 6 months’ 
time to consider the proposed law, 

10. Grant of land for Bailmay purposes . — At the request of the 
Deputy Commissioner of Jalpaiguri, Your Highness was pleased to make 
a free gift of a plot of land, measuring 12 Bighas 3 Katas 1 Cluttak at 
^e 45 of the southern extension of the Bengal Duars Railway in Talook 
Dhabidsuti* to the Bengal Dears Railway Company for a brick field on the 
condition that the land will revert to Your Highness should it cease to be 
used for the purpose for vfhich it was granted^ Your Highness v^as further 
pleased, , on l^e recommendation of the Superintendent of the State, to 
make o^ a sihall piece of waste land to the J^Mtem Bengal State Rail- 
way wtifatoritie^ for making a portion of ^ ptc^osed diverted cart, road at 
Hiddihari Rrilway Station. 
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11. Experimental CnHivaflon and Manufiicture of tohadeo. — Th6 area 
under tobacco this year has been reduced from iSOito 76 bighas, so that half 
the lands may be kept falldw each year and the cultivated area suitably 
manured. Unfortunately the abnormal drought retarded the growth of the 
planjs and injuriously affected the later curings. The earlier curings, however, 
gave excellent results and the colour of our tobacco was highly praised by two 
American experts from the Peninsular Tobacco Company, Monghyr. 

12. Revision of the salaries of ministerial officers. — In paragraph 

15 of* the Annual Beport for 1907-08, we slated that a Committee formed 
of the Superintendent, the Civil and Sessions Judge and the 11 evenue Officer 
of the State had been appointed, under Your Highness’ orders, to revise 
the salaries of the ministerial officers of the State. The Committee held 
four meetings and their report was received on the 22nd March 1909. 
Thp recommendations of the Committee, wliich Your Higlfness was pleased 
to sanction with effect from April 1909, will involve an additional ex- 
penditure of Rs. 15,147 during the current year and Rs. 31,068 when the 

maximum limits of salaries are reached. Relief was thus given to lowly 
paid officers who had suffered much owing to the rise in prices of food- 
grains. Canoongoes wlio are not ministerial officers, and Chaklajat employes 
who belong to Your Highness’ Estates, were not included in tlie scope of the 
Committee’s recommendations. The Revenue Officer has, under Your High- 
ness’ orders, been r^uested to report on their cases. 

13. t ''•ro'ps and condition of people. — The rainfall of tlie year as register- 

ed at the Rudder Station \\as 125‘34 inches against 189’81 of the pre\ious 
year ; it fell short of the average of tlie five previous years by dl'JS, 

and of the fall of 1907-08 by G4'47 inches. Not only was it inadequate 
but it was unfavourably distributed. The result was that the outturn of 

the early rice did not exceed 12 annas and that of jute and late rice 9 

annas. The yield of tobacco also was poor ; it has been estimated at 10 

annas. The price of common rice was higher than that of the previous 

year; it varied irom Rs 4-2 to Rs. G-4. The jute market continued dull, 
the rate varying from Rs. 5 to Rs. 7-8; the people w'hose prosperity greatly 
depends on the good price of this crop are losing confidence in 

its future and reducing its cultivation as they find it more profitable to 
cultivate rice. The residents of -the tracts wffiere tobacco is extensively 
grown were fortunate in obtaining good prices for their produce ; for a short 
time only the rate was Rs. 8 but it soon rose and the best tobacco sold for 
Rs. 20 a maund. The land owning and cultivating classes were, on the 
whole, well off ; but, as in previous years, persons with small fixed incomes * 
felt acutely the high prices of food-grains, and Your Highness has been 
graciously pleased to grant relief to tlie ministerial officers of the State 
and menial servants by increasing their salaries. The health of the people 
generally was not good ; cholera and small-pox raged in parts of the State 
more or less in an epidemic form. 

14. Maharaja and family. — Your Highness left Gooch Behar on the 
19th of April 1908 for England and returned here on the 4th of January 
1909. Your Highness left a Memorandum for the Administration of the 
State during Your Highness’ absence in England, and executed a power- ’ 
-of-attornfey in favour of the members then constituting the Council, viz , 
A, W. Dentith, Esq., i.e.s.. Superintendent of the State, Rai Oalica Doss 
liutt, BAhadur, c.i.b., Dewan of the* State,*' and Babu Priyanath 
Datta, U.A., B.L., Civil and Sessions Judge of the S^te. 

Your HigRuess was pleased to appoint Maharajkumar Jitendra 
Narayan an Honorary Magi^rate and to invest him with the powers ofsi 
Magistrate of the Sira class. 



^ aimual Pcxmeah Durbar was held ou the l*6th of April 1908, and 
Dewaa Bu Galica Doss Dutt, Bahadur, 0 . 0 ., performed the customary 
Fooneah ceremony in accordance with Your Highness’ special orders on the 
subject. 

The help of Government was invoked as regards the proposal to iftake 
Woodlands and CoUnton impart ibh* appanages of the State. For reasons 
set forth in their letter No. 3248?, dated the 6th of September 1908, the 
Bengal Government regretted their inability “ to find any practical method 
of giving effect to the wishes ” of Your Highness. 'Xour HighneM has 
expressed a desire that Your Highness will arrange this matter in consult- 
ation with Maharajkumar Baj Bajendra Narayan. 

16. Alhwaneeg, charities and Thahurlbaris. — The total amount dis- 
bursed by the Dpar Mukhtear during the year in the Household Depart- 
ment on account of allowances to the ladies of the Palace, Rajgifns, 
Brahmins and others, and of Establishment charges. Contingencies and 
Donations was Rs. 61,778 against Rs. 75,991 and that in the Debutter 
Department Rs. 37,470 against Rs. 33,204 of the previous year. The 
causes to which the above fluctuations are due are given in the Dewan’s 
report. The State Agent in Benares disbursed Rs. 13,277-12-8 against 
Rs. 13,075 on account of allowances to persons residing in Benares, Puja 
expenses of Thakurs, establishment cliarg(^s and up-keep»of the State houses. 
Altogether 43,671 persons, or on an average 119 per diem, received their 
food in the three Thakurbaris in the town of Cooch Behar. The number 
of persons fed at the Anandamoyee Dharmashala was 2341. Forty-one 
boys received education allowances. Of these, 22 wete natives of Cooch 
Behar. At the Ayurvedic Charitable Dispensary the average daily attend- 
ance of patients rose from 40‘93 to 49'90 during the year of report. 

II.— FINANCIAL. ■ 

16. The year opened with a cash balance of Rs. 11,94,000 inclusive 
of deposits and Government money amounting to Rs. 3,00,601 and closed 
with a cash balance of Rs. 12,73,137 inclusive of deposit? and 
Government money amounting to Rs. 3,88,955 shewing an increase of 
Rs. 79,137, This increase is chiefly due to increases of Rs. 1,01,953 
under deposits and funds and of Rs. 6,829 under State cash, decreases 
under Chaklajat Estates amounting to Rs. 16,046 and under Government 
money to Rtf. 13,59'9.

seen that the total revenue of the year under report amounted to 
Rs. 25,00,925 wainst Rs. 25,04,522 of the previous year^ shewing a net 
decrease of Re. 3,597, exolutdve of &e sum of Bs*. 77,000 received during 
the year 1907-08 from Govmmment on account of the sale-proceeds of 
rtdlwcy rolling stated in the last year’s report.

18. Kxpenditute , — The total expenditure of the year amounted to 
Ks. 24), 64, 938 against Es. 24,98,883 of the year 1907-08, shewing a 
decrease of Es. 28,450. The expenditure includes Bs. 5,470, for capital 
expenditure of the Cooch Behar State Kailway and Es. 50,000 for coiiTer- 
sion of the Cooch Behar State Railway to metre gauge, against Bs. 94,680 
for capital expenditure in the previous year. Exclusive of the Bailway 
capital expenditure and the item of Ks. 60,000 for conversion of the Cooch 
Behar State Bailway tn metre gange, the expenditnre of the State shews a 
net increase of Bs. 10,610,

5, '086 shewn wider *'Eajbari Gardens and Grounds’* is not a real saving, 
as under .the orders of Your Highness in GounoU this provision was trans- 
ferred to Public Works— Palace. 

* The decrease of Be. 6,087 under “ Miuntenance of Rajguns and 
Bducation of Maharajkumars ” is «lso not a real decrease but is due to 
the amount spent for ^nt of allowance to Brahmins and others having 
been transferred from this head to II. — Adminietraftion (b) Sundries. 

Under Philkhana and Stables a decrease of Bs. 20,926 has been 
shewn by^etaining l^rd of the total expenditure for the Philkhana for the 
year of report under “ Household,” the remaining ^rds being transferred ito 
II,— Administration (5) Miscellaneous. 

•A decrease of Rs. 36,923 has been shewn under f/) Miscellaneous. 
During the year under report a sum of Rs. 1,00,000 was paid to the Chil- 
dren’s Fund against Rs. 1,60,013 of the year 1907-08. There have also 
been decreases due to transfers of some provision under this head to Medi- 
cal. On the other hand, an expenditure of Es. 33,344 under “ Unforeseen ” 
has been shewn under this head by transfer from II. — Administration (1) 
Control, otherwise the amount shewn as a decrease undffr this head would 
have been considerably larger. 


II. ADMINISTRATION. . 

Under tliis head a decrease of Rs. 6,338 only has been shewn as the 
greater portion of tlie provision for ” Unforeseen ” charges was transferred 
to (/) Miscellaneous as stated above, a sum of Es. 6,000 only being retain- 
ed in the Council Office Budget. 

The increase of Rs. 26,652 under (2) General is due to the payment 
of leave allowance to Mr, Hammond, a grant for the entertainment of 
additional staff in the Victoria College, the Jenkins School and the Sub- 
Divisional Higher Class English Schools under the new Regulations of the 
Calcutta University, the purchase of raw materials for the Jail and the 
payment of the swary of Captain Denham WJiite, i.m.8., whose services 
were transferred to the State. 

The increase of Rs. 2,708 under Law and Justice is due to the increase 
of pay given lo peons and buxis. 

An increase of Rs. 49,300 has been shewn under H. Administration 
6 ^Ti.-ccllancous. This is mainly due to the fransfer of a portion of the 
expenditure, on account of allowanoe to Brapmins and others, two-thirds 
of the expenditure under Philkhana, and purchase and repairs to tents &c., 
formerly shown under Household, to this head and to the purchase of a 
silver Smhashan for Your Highness. 

The increase of Rs. 9,804 shewn under Debutter is due to the transfer of 
'a portion of the cost of the Duar Office establishment and of the entire ex- 
penditure for establisbmtpt charges of the Benares Thakurbarito tills head. 

19. J>nnd for BTw Bighmis' ekildren, — A sum oi Rs. 1,00,000 wasT 
paid, at stated, above, to tHe fond *during the year underreport *The total 
investment in Goveminmit an^ other securities to the credit of this fund 
amounted to Rs. 7,95,lt)0. 

20. * Rmrve /M:— A sum of Rs. 50J)00 was paid to tins, fund. 
Tbft total Mvmtment <i this &md amounted to Rs, 6,04,100.

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%1. Darjeding — During the year under report, the reoeipts 

amounted to Be. 65,4)59 against Es. 67,968 of the previous year shewing 
a decrease of Es. 2,569i 

The expenditure was Es. 25,64)3 i^ainst Es. 38,283 in 1907^, 
shewing a reduction of Es. 12,6^0, the net profit to the Estate being 
Es. 39,816. A sum of Es. 2,000 was paid to the Eire Insurance Eund 
against Es. 3,000 of the year 1907-08. 

22. Chailajat Estates. — The collection of the year under report was 
Es. 5,74,365 against Es. 4,34,797 of the year previous ; there was thus 
a decrease of Es. 60,432. The decrease is attributed by the Manager to 
the partial failure of the crops and the fall in the price of jute. 

The expenditure of the year was Es. 2,47,948 or Es. 258 ^ess than 
that of the previous year. 

• The cash balance of the Estates decrea?ed from Rs. 1,44,763 to 
Es. 1,29,717 and the remittances to the Cooch Behar Treasury amounted 
to Es. 1,36,435 against an estimate of Es. 1 ,84,456. 

23. Panga. — The collections of the Estate amounted to Es. 29,311 
or an increase of Es. 5,496 as compared with last year’s collections ; the 
expenditure amounted to Rs. 26,574 or an increase of Rs. 1,652 over that 
of the previous year. 

24. Budget Estimates for 1909-10. — The revenue of the year has 
been estimated at Es. 25,35,363 against Es. 24,74,570 of the year 1908-09 
shewing an increase of Es. 60,793. The expenditure has been put down 
at Es. 24,86,087 against Es. 24,23,776 of the year previous shewing an 
increase of Rs. 62,311. 

A sum of Rs. 5,00,000 has been provided for Your Highness’ privy purse. 
Rs. 85,500 for education to Maharajkumars and Rs. 48,000 for Maharaj- 
kumar Raj Rajendra Narayan have been provided. A provision of Es. 38,000 
has been made for the Band and Rs. 37,348 for the Philkliana and Stables. 

Rupees 1 ,00,000 has, ns usual, been provided for the Children’s Eund 
and Rs. 50,000 for the Reserve Eund. 

During the year under report the advance of Rs. 15,000 shewn against 
Your Highness in 1906 07 has heed adjusted. Einal orders have not yet 
been passed regarding the adjustment (of the advance of Rs. 15,000 granted 
by Your Highness to the •Indian Industrial Exhibition to which reference 
* was made in the previous annual reports. There was an outstanding 
advance of Es. 30,000 shewn against Maharajkumar Rpj Rajendra Narayan 
at the close of the year. 

A sum of Rs. 20,000 has been provided for Bonus and Grain Com- 
pensation Allowance to State Ministerial officers and others.

26. Capital MammdUme, — Rs. 6,470 was paid for Bulwaj Capital 
Expenditure during 1008-09. 

27. Contemn oj the Cooeh Behar State Railway.— This important 
matter was referred to in para^aph 30 of last year’s report in which we 
stated that Government Fromissory Notes for two lakhs of rupees had been 
endorsed in favour of the Comptroller General to the Government of India 
and that Rs^ 60,000 had been provided in the budget for 1908-09; this 
latter amount was paid during the year under report. The work has been 
commenced by the Eastern Bengal State Railway authorities. It has 
been decided to provide for the payment of the balance of 1^ lakhs during the 
year 1909-10, one lakh from the casV balance and Rs. 50,000 from 
revenue.

6. Ahtrwt of Sdnom ojfenees. — ^Three cases of murder were repferfed 
during the Tear under report against the same number in the previous year^ 
two from BinWta emd one fibm Tufangunj. Both the cases ^m Binhata 
ended in acquittal, while in the case from Tufangunj the accused was sentenced 
to transportation for life. Four cases of oulpaWe homicide not ‘ unioiint ing to 
murder were reported against seven in the preceding year. Two ended in 
acquittal, one in a fine of Es. 10 and in the remaining case the four accused were 
sentenced to various tmns of imprisonment by the Sessions Court. There were 
four cases of dacoity against one of the previous year : two of these were reported 
in “ B ” Form true, one ended in the discharge of the accused and one was 
pending investi^tion with tl|B Police at the close of the year. There was 
one case of robbery, whibh was reported in “0” Foi^ur true. 28 oases 
of Icidnapping were reported during the year and one was pending from last year. 
Of these 17 were dismissed under section 203, Criminal Procedure Code, 'four 
ended in conviction, three in acquittal, two otherwise disposed of and three 
remained pending. 

6. Appeals . — There wei^ only 41 appeals. In 30 of these the order of the 
lower court was confirmed, in four the order was modified, in six the order 
was reversed and in one cas ^ Hi® appeal was rejected.

1 5. Cattle Pounds . — Three new Cattle Pounds were established during the 
year ; the number of Pounds thus rose to 87. 

The gross receipts from these Pounds amounted to Rs. 11,581-3-3 against 
]^. 11,756-7-6. Though the number of Cattle Pounds increased dicing the 
yiar yet the receipts fell off by Rs. 174-4-3. The cost of maintenance and 
establishment inclusive of rewards piid for killing rabid and stray dogs 
(Rs, 674-14-7 against Rs. 786-16-6 of the previous year) and the contributions 
paid to different Town Committees amounted to Rs. 6,274-11-3, in all, leaving 
a net profit to this Fund of Rs. 4,631-9-6. 

16. Weather., Crops and Condition of the prep/ j.— The spanty and unevenly 
distribut^rainfall retarded the cultivation and growth of the paddy crops and 
the outtipki was calculated not to exceed 9 anqps for the whole Stg^te. 

Cases of small-pox and cholera occurred in different parts of the State, 
1,638 cases of cholera andl,120.deaths wertf reported. Of 601 cases of small-pox 
149 proved fatal. 

17. Veterinary Institution and Cattle Disease.— OvAy 606 cases of cattle 

disease and 267 deaths wepd» reported. It is dUficult to convince the people of 
the benefitof {mimpro^;^ system of treatment, though whenever any out-br^ of 
cattle disease is reportft^ wie* Veterinary Gradux^ is directed to ^Ida local

21. The budget provision for the year was Rs. 68,435 against 
Rs.’’ 54,600 in the year befpre, while the total expenditure was Rs, 56,089 
against Rs. 68,312. The.cost of the Force employ^ on purely Police work, 
prevention and detection of crimes, may be approximately put down at 
Rs. 19,300 or at about '6\53 pies per head of population during the year 
against Rs. 17,400 or 6 89 pies per head of the year before. The number of 
the Police so employed during the year was 188 against 136 of the previous 
year. The increase in expenditure is due to the increase in the pay of 
Constables.

• 22. Cognizable cases . — The number of cognizable cases (taken u^ suo- 
motu by the Police) reported during the year was 875 against 846, shewing an 
increase of 29 cases only. With 8 cases . pending enquiry at the beginning 
of the year there were 883 cases to be dealt with ; of these 197 were sent 
up in “ A ” form, 3 were reported in “ B ” form true, one in “ B ” false, 
191 in “ C ” true and 101 in “ C false. The Police refused investigation 
in 137 cases, and 20 cases were pending enquiry at the close of the year. The 
number of non-first information cases was 233. The percentage of true cases 
sent up in “A” fwrm was 60‘38 against 51‘ 18 of the previous year. The 
percentage of conviction in Police cognizable cases rose slightly from 70‘96 to 
73-06.

Out of seven cases of murder and culpable homicide investigated during 
l^e year, no less than four resulted in acquittal before the Sessions Court. 

I am inclined to think that these unsatisfactory results are mainly due to 
careless and perfunct(^ investigation by the Police. the suspected person 
makes a confession veiy little trouble is taken either to seeure evidence cor- 
roborating the confession or to ascertain whether the confession is genuine and 
whether the crime has been bi’ought home to the real culprit. The confession < 
is invariably retracted at the Sessions trial, if not at an earlier stage, and as 
there is little or no corroborative evidence on the record fhe case breaks down. 
Three dacoity eaSes were investigate during the year but in two cases no trace 
of the ^acoits was found, while in -file remaining case the accused were* dis- 
charged. Ihese results are the reverse of satisfactory and I trust that a great 
improvement will bP nyiuifested by the investigating staff during the current 
year. 

32. Absf'ondns. — Potir persons absconded during the year under report' 

There were besides 6 old absconders. ^ 

33. Wandering^ Criminals. — The Mekligunj Police arrested two members 
of a gang of thieves and dacoits, who rcpri'seni ('d themselves as Nofn or 
Karwals, and sent them up for trial under Sections 109 and 110, Criminal Proce- 
dure Code, but the Naib Ahilkar of Mekligunj without going into the facts 
discharged them ws he thought he had no jurisdiction over them. On fi-^ing a 
petition of motion the Fouzdari Ahilkar held that the Naib Ahilkar had juris- 
diction and ordered a further enquiry. The men were again put on their trial 
and were eventually discharged. The matter was subsequently reported to the 
Council. The Haldibari Police arrested 4 men belonging to the notorious 
Criminal tribe of Maghiya Domes. One of these 4 men was convicted for bad 
livelihood.

41. Relation of improved Locomotion to Crime. — The Superintendent of 
Police reports that most of the heavy thefts, burglaries and daiJoities appear to 
take place at places conveniently near the different Railway lines that run through 
the State. It is suspected that most of the offenders are foreigners, chiefly 
upcountry budmashes, who taking advantage of the improved locomotion 
offered by the Bailways, make themselves scarce Vith their booty. It thus 
becomes difficult for the Police to trace the offenders or the stolen property. 
The station officers have been instructed to keep a vigilant watch over these 
places, and specially to depute men to different flailway Stations to watch the 
f movements of in-ooming and out-going foreigners and suspects. The Cooch 
Behar Police co-operate with the Government Railway Police in the suppression 
and detection of crime.

. 46. Charge of the JatZ— Babu Hari Das Mukherjee was in charge of the 
Jail for the first two months of the year and Bahu Haj Krishna Das during the 
remaining months. 

'4t7. Jail J^opulation.—The admissions to the Jail were 237 against 268 in 
the previous year. Of the total number of admissions three were lunatics, 
14 civil prisoners, 51 under-trials and 169 convicted prisoners. 

Of the total Jail population 214 were discharged, of whom 208 "^re 
released, four were transferred and two died. There was no escape of prisoners 
from the Jail durit)g the year. Of the 208 prisoners released, 138 were 
convicted, 52 under-trials, 13 civil prisoners and five lunatics. 

Of the 1 38 convicts released during the year, 129 were released on expiry 
of sentence, six on appeal, two under the mark system and one on payment of 
fine. Four lunatics were transferred to the Berhampur .Central Asylum 
during the year, 

4^ Health of PriMvers . — The health of the prisoners during the year was 
good. Two prisoners died against one in 1907-08; one of dysentery and 
another of pthisis. 

49. Employment of Ptiwners . — The industries on which the prisoners 
were employed were carpentry, grinding wheat, making mustard oil, weaving 
gunny ‘‘'cloth, making jute string and rope, manufacturing crushed-food, 
making bamboo work, manufacturing aerated water, breaking stones for road 
metal, gardening ffic. ’"They were also employed in the Jail Dairy and in 
iv'jKiiring thatched houses and on ordinary menial duties outside the Jail 
precincts and extra mural labour. The number employed on manufactures was 
17'72 against 16*24 in the preceding year. 

60. Enrhiii;;.<.-^Tbe gross earnings for the year were Its. 3,448-0-6 
against Bs. 3,409-14-6 in the preceding year and the net ejirnings Its. 2,394-4-6 
against Rs. 2,057-14. The gross cost of the Jail for the ye^ir was 
Rs. 10,290-7-10 against Rs, 10,497-6-11 in the previous yoarj the average cost 
of each prisoner Rs. 121-12-8 against Rs. 114-15-6 and the net costRs 80-11-9 
against Rs. 75-6-5. 

The amount paid into the Treasury during the year was Rs. 18,620-15-6 
as compared with Rs. 16,216-0 in the previous year. The increase in receipts 
is ascribed by the Officer in charge of the Jail to the ‘larger sale of aerated 
water, crushcd-food and mustard oil. TJie amount of outstanding bills due to 
the Jail at the close of the year was Rs. 1,173-1-9 as compared with 
Rs. 1,050-9-6 in the previous year.

66. Game Reserve . — Bor minimising the risk of fire in the forests wide fire 
lines have been opened in and around the Beserve, guards have been employed^ 
to prevent poaching and to watch people who may negligently or wilfully set 
fire to the jungle. An expenditure of Bs. 7,444 was incurred during the year. 
This includes theaniount spent for the conservation of the forest at Patlakhawa. 

b6. Repairs . — The statement given below shews the expenditure under 
different heads as compared with that of the two previous years. The total cost 
of repairs was Bs. 60,799 including Woodlands and Colinton : —

76. Original Works. — The total cost of original works done during the 
year was Rs. 13,438 against Rs. 23,655 in the previous year and the budget 
pro^ion of Ra. 19,15!. 

(a) Permanent Bridges on Rungpur Road. — Four large wooden bridges 
on Rungpur Road are to be replaced by permanent structures. 
One bridge in the 13th mile (Bara Putimari), 3 spans of 80ft. 
was constructed during the year at a cost of Rs. 6 , 1 75 -against an 
estimate of Rs. 6,008. Three other bridges on the Road will be 
taken in hand in 1909-10. 

(A) Permanent Bridges on Kakina Road. — Thre6 wooden bridges in the 
Kakina Road first portion and one big bridge on the 6th mile 
became old and rotten and the latter collapsed. It was proposed 
to replace tliem by masonry culverts. Two pucca culverts 10ft. 
and one 8 spans of 12ft. were constructed at a cost of Rs. 3,071 
against an estimate of <Rs. 2,994. ^ 

(c) Roads and Bridges at' Bewangunj [G ilia Bridtfi. — For easy access 
to the Dewahgunj H&t from the Haldibari side it was proposed to 
construct an iron pile bridge over the Giria Nuddy^ having a 
total length of 80ft.

I. — Primary and Secondary Education. 

82. Habu Bhuban Mohan Dutt, Inspector of Schools, was in charge of 

this Departmc'iit throughout the y<'ar. ^ 

83. Geuernl Summary. — The Edncjitional history of the year ending on 
31st March 1909 was rendered important by the promulgation of the new Regu- 
lations of the Calcuttii Univ<*rsity which necessitated the raising of the Higher 
English Schools in the State to a higher level of efficiency in order to secure Jind 

t maintain their affili.ation to the University. For a thorough re-organisation of 
' these scliools, great efforts had to be* made during the year by the aid of liberal 
grants from the Shite* and the development of local resources, to strengthen the 
teaching staff and take effective measures for preventing constant changes in 
it, and to improve the general condition and ilie sanilary arrangements of the 
school buildings by providing separate accommodation for the Vi'rnacular Depart- 
ments, by enlarging their class rooms, and also by securing a sii})ply of good 
drinking water for the pupils. The Boarding Institutions, attached to these 
schools, were rebuilt on approved }»lans and are now quite healthy and commo- 
dious. The systora^of annual prize distributions has been inaugurated and a 
I'cgular grantffor this purpose allotted in the Budget. La,st, though not least, 
many useful additions were made during the year to tlu; school libraries 
and the stock of educational appliances and furniture ]jas been carefully 
improved. Considerable additional expenditure, in consequence^ wa.s entailed 
both on the State and on the , public. The direct recurring charges on these 
institutions were raised during the year by about Rs. 4,000, the capital charges 
amounting to about Rs. 10,000. The University Inspector, who scrutinized 
their condition narrowly prior to the submission of his report to the Syndicate, 
appeared generally satisfied with these schools. The system of middle class 
education also was carefully fostered during the past 12 months, and the causa 
• of organised Primary Instruction received its due share of stimulus. But the 
past was an unfostunate yqar for the people of the State and consequently 
for the Educational officers who worked for them. 'The rainfall was insufficient, 
> and very great sickness anevitabiy followed, as malarial fever was rife all 
through the year and cholera 'and small-pox carried off a large number of 
Your Highness* subjecta during the latter part of the cold weather. The price 
of jute, which brings ready money to the ryots, was low but the price of 
food stuffs continued abnormally hi^h. It is, tnerefore, not surprising that almost 
all the schools in the State were injuriously affected hy this combination of itm> 
toward eiroumstances. 
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84. TheoompMaWe table below stiromarisw the reeultof^ lA^two 
years’ workings— 
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From the foregoing statement it will be seen that on the Slst Mfiroh, 1909, 
there were 321 Primary and Secondary Schools in the State with a* strength, 
and an average daily attendance of 11,609 and 7,978 against 318, 11,658 and 
7,966 respectively, in 1907-08. * ’ 

The number of schools increased last ^ear by *3, the nominal roll call feE • 
by 49, while the average daily attendance * improved by 22. Oon^eciiig 
the fact that thg figures for the Sunity College, which educated over 1^ 
girls, are excluded ftom the present returns, the figurei? noted above are not

Two of the successful candidates were placed in the First Division, 17 in the 
Second and three in the Third. Five of the successtul candidates were Natives 
of the State.

In the cofnpetitive examinations for the Middle and the Upper Primary 
scholarships, the Cooch Behar schools passed 12 Middle English, 31 Middle 
Vernacular and 61 Upper Primary scholars, against 14 Middle English, 25 
Middle Vernacular and 60 Upper Primary scholars of the year preceding. 
73 per Cent, of the successful candidates, and 72‘7 of those that wpn scholar- 
ships, were Natives of the State. # 

From the Female schools five candidates appeared in the Upper Primary 
Scholarship Examination and they all came' out successful in tiie First 
Division, th^e of them, securing the first three places in the list of successful 
^oandidateKF^a very satisfactory result 

In the Lower* Primary , Examination, conducted by Local Boards of 
Examiners, 375 passed against 302 of the year befor^. Of the successful 
candidates, 261 vi&ee placed in the First Division and ^14 m the Second. Over 
‘94 per 'Cent.' of the successful candidates and 87 per cent, of those that got 
scholarships were Natives M the State. ^ 

In tile Lower Primary Examination SI mrls passed from the Female 
sohi^, 18 of these were ^plaiwd in the First Divhicm and three in the second*, 
against a total of IS the year {treeeding. 
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Prom the Sanskrit Toles eight candidates appeared and of them ofte was 
recommended by the Examiners for the Temple Scliolarehip and the other seven 
for prizes. 

These results, as a whole, show a distinct improvement on the results of 
the, precediifg year : more boys passed in the first division and the prl candi- 
dates did so well, (23 out of 27 competitors being })laced m the First Division,) 
that it becomes all the more regrettable that female education is not more 
popular in the State. 

57. Svh~di visional Higher Enijlisli Schools ^ — Last year closed with 608 pupils 
on the rolls, the average daily attendance being 368. Ihe corresponding 
niytnbers in the preceding year were 526 and 375 respectively. 

The expenditure on these schools amounted last year to Rs. 14,681-2-6 
which the State paid its. 7,474-7, tlie contributions from local sources 
amounting to lls. 7,206-11-6. The corresponding figures for the preceding year 
were lls. 11,362-12-8, Rs. 5,010-7 and Tfs. 0,316-5-8 respectively. It will thus 
he seen that there Mas an increase of Rs. 2,158 in the State’s shq^e of 
expenditure and of lls. 800 in that borne from local funds. This increase 
was mainly due to additional outlay in establishmcmfc charges of the schools 
and the Hoarding Institutions. The staff of teachers in these Higher 
English Schools is uniform and fairly strong. In pursuance of the University 
lle^mlations, Managing Committees have been appointed for the discussion of 
all matters conin^cted with the management of these schools. The committees 
were strengthene<^ during the year by the addition to their members of one 
more graduate, one Mahomedan Jot(‘darand one merchant. They discussed all 
matters carefully before submitting their resolutions to me for final orders. 
At Mathahhanga a new building for the Vernacular Department of the 
School has been completed in the year under report, and a pucca verandah 
added to the eastern wing of the existing building. It is proposed in the 
current year to provide additional accommodation of the Dinhata School, and 
to rebuild and enlarge the Mekligunj School. 

Great relief was afforded to the finances of the Higher English Schools 
hy Your Highness sanctioning the buildings being taken on the list of State 
buildings and repairs being executed annually hy the Public Works Department. 

During the year a sum of Rs. 1^)0 Mas sanctioned to supplement the 
amounts collected locally, to provide prizes for deserving pupils. Drilling 
continued to he systematically taught under the supervision of competent 
drill instructors. * 


88. Hoardmg Institutions , — Tlie boarding houses attacjied to these Higher 
English Schools received fery careful attention during rtie year. New addi- 
tional hous(38 were constructed at Malliabhanga and the State contribution was 
raised to lls. 600 per annum. Th(^ Boarding Institution at Mekligunj was 
re-constructed on entirely new lines and removed to a heiilthier ^ite close to the 
School at a cost of nearly lls. 6,000. The Dinhata Boarding houses which were 
completed in the preceding year Mere maintained in good condition but though 
there is accommodation for 12 Hindu and 12 Mahoraodan inmates, only 7 
Hindu students have as yet avg-iled themselves of the facilities afforded for the 
prosecution of their studies under the most favorable conditions.

The corres|>onding figures in the preceding year 
were Rs. 6,702-3-8, Rs. 3,189-4-7 and Rs. 3,612-15-1, shewing a decrease in the 
total expenditure of Ks. 98-13-8. The additional staff mainlined during the 
year for the Tufangimj Middle English School and the English Department 
of the Sudeh'r Model School would have caust^d an increase in the expenditure 
on these schools, hut for the abolition of the English classes at Par Mekligunj 
and Junglebosh. 

02. The Middle English Schools in the' State sent up last year 23 candi- 
dates to the ]\Ii(l<lle English, eight to the Middle Vernacular and 22 to the Upper 
Priuuuy Scholarsliip J'lxamination.

95. AUddh’ Vernondar Schooh. — Of the 14 Middle Vernacular Schools 
■dien n last year the Suiiity College was, under Your Highness’ order, jdaced 
under the control of a s('parate Managing Committee, while the Low('r Primary 
School at Shaheher Hat wa.s, on tlu' representation of the people, raised to the 
status of a Middle Vernacular School. Thus the number of aided Middle 
VemacAilar Schools continued to he 1 4 as in the preceding year : there was also 
one unaided Middle Vernacular School. 

These had a nominal roll of 741 pupils and an average daily attendance of 
428 against 700 and 407 in the previous year. 

The expeftditure on these schools amounted to Rs. 3,087-14-2 of M'hich 
lls. 1,611 was paid from the State and lls 1,576-14-2 w'as met from local 
sources, against an expenditure in the prcc(‘ding year o£^ Rs. 4,604-2-8, of 
which Rs. 2,263-8 was paid by the State and Rs. 2,340-10-8 from local sources. 
The exclusion of the expenditure on the Sanity College mainly accounts for 
this decline. 

These Middle Vernacular Schools sent up 9 candidAtes to the Middle 
Veraacular, 21 to the Upper Primary and 7 to the Lower Primary Scholarship 
Examinations and of these 16 only passed. In the preceding year 35 appeared 
,of whom 20 passed. The present results are moderate. 

96. Special Schools. — On,the 3l8t March last there were 2 special schools, 

viz., the Nagri School for up-country boys and the Persian School for Maho- 
medaus. These had a ncminal roll of 64 pupils with an average daily 
attendance of 41 against 60 and ^6 of the preceding year. ° 

At the last Lower Primary Examination the Nagri School sent up 4 candi- 
dates and they jvew examined in tike text books prescribed for tlie Lower 
Primary Schoolfep Examination the Patna Division and all passed in the 
yirst Division, The result was very satisfactoiy.

Of the remaining 18 wno 
appeared at the examination J6 passed, 9 Ixjing placed in the First Division^ 

97. Upper^ Primary Schools.— Imt year closed with 31 Upper Primary 
Schools in the State, of which 31 wore aided and three iinaid(>d, the correspond- 
ing figures for the preceding year being 3.3, 32 and one. At the annual 

Lower rrimary Scliool was raised to the status of an 
Upper Pi-iiiiary School, while two Upper Primary scliools w.'re, for indifferent 
])rogres.s, reduced to the L)wer Primary cl.'iss. 'lliis l•(^dllced the total number 
of aided ITpper Primary schools from 32 to 31. Against tliis,^two more Upper 
Primary schools wore opciuid anew during tlie year and tlio total number of 
institutions of tins class was thus inci-ea.sed hy one.

The number of aided 
Lower Primary girls’ schools, four, remained unchanged Iwit the unaided odes 
rose from five to seven. Omitting the Sunity College, which is no longer in- 
cluded in the departmental returns, the totol number of Institutions for the 
special education j>f girls was last year 14. including the girls’ schools in the 
Hub-divisions, which are included in the returns of Upper Primary schools, 
bein ".maintained with grants assigned for such schools.

This was principally due to the ])reval(meo 
of malaria, the number of cases of malarial fever and dis('>as('s of spleen 
treat t'd at the S udder Hospital and Dispensaries being 15,684 against' 11, ()S9 
in tlu'’ previous y(‘ar. Dysfmtery niul Diarrhoea contributed in a smaller 
d(‘gree. Examinations of school boys in the State indicate that a high 
piwentage is infected with nialaiia and in vk'w of the good results obtained 
in Italy and elsewhere by the free distribiitioii of quinine it is proposed by the 
Civil Surg(H)n to obtain a machine for tle^ manufacture of tabloids to enable the 
Medical Department to distribute that drug in a convenient and not un- 
palatable form, The numla'r of cholera cases reported was 1,433 against 2,107 
and small-pox 591 against 605 in the ])r(wions year. 

Statement Q appended shows the mortality amongst in-door patients 
in the seweral Hospitals of the Slate. 'The percentage of deaths during the year, 
was 9 44 against 7*06 in the previous year.

The percentages for the year shew an excess of deaths over births. iThis, 
in the opinion of the Civil Surgeon, is probably the result of faulty registration 
as a normal Ihdian birth rate is 40 or oVcr and there is no reason to believe 
that Cooch Behar is deficient iu fecundity. 

121. Summary.— number of Hospitals and Dispensaries in the 
State remained thb same. A ’h'krd for in-patients was opened at the Haidibfvi 
Dispepsary in June 1908. The t(jtal co.st of the State for this Department was 
Rs. 44,515 (including the cost of th** Veterinary Department) against 
Tls. 34,372-11-4 in the previous year. The excess expenditure is chiefly due to 
the payment of Captain Denham White’s salary tor 8 montlis from August 
to March. During the year the number of patients who received medical aid. 
at tlu'se Dispensaries was 40,972 against 30,341 in the previous year. 


VIT.— AGKICULTUllE. 

122. Although the area of tin* farm remained the same as in the year previ- 
ous, r/?., 180 Bighas, only 75 Bighas Avere put under tobacco. This was done 
uitli a \ iew of keeping half the tobacco lauds billow cacdi year in rotation 
and allowing the cultivated area to be suitably manured. 

123. Cowdung was the only manure used for the tobacco lands. Each plot 
measuring a Bigha in area was given 90 cart loads of manun*, and the Manager 
reports that it would have been better if even larger quantities had been used. 
j\s it was, 1,500 cart loads of manure Avere procured and used in the cultivation 
a.s it was not found possible to obtain a bigger supply. 

1 24. Three varieties of seeds, ua*.. Yellow Prior, Bright Yellow and White 
Barley Corn were procured from America and tried in the farm. All the 
varieties gave good results in the curing, the best colour beigg obtained from 
the White Barley. 

125. As usual, ’seeds were sown in specially prepared bods in September. 
Transplantation took place between the 15tli October and the 15th November 
and the whole tobacco was cut and fire-cured between the 31st January and 
the loth Aprif 1909. The abnormal drought of the year prevented a proper 
growth of the plant*. 

126. The whole of the tobacco aa^os fire-cured in the twer curing sheds and 
1 he curings gave excellent results. As long as the cireu mstanccs Avere favourable, 
each leaf came out of the curing sheds bright* yellow in colour but at the 
latter end of the season, the hot sun and the want of moisture in the lands 
affected the plants injuriously. The leaves showed signs of withering away and 
dried up in the curing process before acquiring the yellow colour, due, no 
doubt, to the want ■of the requisite quantity of moisture. The results of 
the later curings, consequently, were not so satisfactory. 

127. As a result of his e^eriraents, the Manager reports that the best 
time for fire*ouring tobacco in vooch BeW is the period betAA’een the 16th of 
, February and 16th of March. To •btain the best results, at least qne more 
curing shed is pec^sary for the farm and he is taking steps to build a new 
curing shed at a small outlay. ^ 

128. The approximate yield of tobacco was about 150 maunds. As stated 
above, the abnormal drought during the whole tobacco season, Affected the 
growth "Of the plants and accounts for the comparatively poor yield. 




132, A further expenditure of Rs. 7,365-1-6 was incurred on behalf of 
Mr. I. B. De Majumdcr, deputed America with Maharajkdtoar Victor 
N. Narayan. The total expenditure under Agriculture was thus Es. 17,225-16^0, 
resulting in a saving of Rs. 2,474-0-3 in the budget grant. 

133. Two American tobacco experts from the Peninsular Tobacco Company* 

Monghyr, who visited the farm, praised the colour of thb tobacco and sal4 
it was uie best Indian tobacco they had seen in the market. The following

Besides my work as a member of the State Covfbcil, I had, as » 
stated in my last Annual Report, control of the Debutter Department and a 
portion of the Household Department after I hM been relieved of the charge 
of the Revenue Department. I beg to report as follows on the work done 
during the last wear in the departments referred to above. 

2. Babu Itojani Kanta Bhowmick, m.a., b.i., Officiating Duar Muktear, 
relieved Babu Jotindra Mohan Sen Qttpta, B.L., and was in charge o| the Duar 
Office during tihe year. 

3. Undeir the orders of Your Highness the charge of the Toshakbana 
with all its vsiluables was made over to Mr. B. Ghose, who was in charge of 
Your Highnefis’ od|be at the time, and to Mr. J. N. Ray, Aide-de-Camp, jointly 
on the 16th o^ May 190|, and all the servants attached to the Tos hakbana. were 
placed un^r their orde^; Mr. J. N. Ray was also entrusted with the? duty of 
distributing allowances amongst the ladies of the Raj Andar and making certain 
other payWnts. 

4. toe total amount disbursed during the year* of report by the Duar 
Muktear^ in the Household Department on account of allowances to ladies of 
the Pala'^ce, Rajgans, Brahmins and others, and of Establishment cluirges, 
Contingencies, Donations, &c., was Rs. 61,778 against Rs. 76,991 of the preymus ^ 
yw, sowing a decrease of Rs. 14,213. This net decrease in payments li||de 
bh acchunt of Household in the Duar Office is chiefly due Jo the facts of Ihe 
officer in charge of the Toshakbana having been authorised to separately draw 
certaiin moi^ as stated above, and of certain charges for establishment having 
bw,^ transferred to Debutter. Tlyere was at^ *1he same time some increas©' 
o^g to increases in the allowanebs of the ^jgans. The difficulties into 

they had been thrown owiaig to the rise in the prices of f(K)d-grains met 
y|th the sympathetic and generous consideration of Youjf Higlmess and 
increases were granted afl around. Bie remittance made by thO Treasury 
4^ct did not pass through the Duar Muktea^s books and are not included in 

ainouiit shown above. . -i ■ 

• b. The total disbursemenis in the D^ntter Department amounted to 
Hk. B7,470 88,204 of thft previous year, wiowing an increase of 

Be. 4^6^ tb' increase 'in ij^tabllshment chargoc caused 
by ^e traiidN! of sbflie of these ch^be from Household to . Tfehutt^ imder^^^ 
Your Hlg^^s’ orders. It should oe poted here also that ' increases were 
granted to'^nisterial officers in bo0rih^ ;|!febdtter .and the TTaniiidifirld Dopart- 
as fe^er officers of the saiife lllidm other depa4ui^ .t*

British districts; oa xu> other oecanon were the gAtt^rings'so* hu^. The 
budget grant for the parpose was supplemented by giwts from the Berenue 
Pfp n -r fmitn t and tile ^wn Convnntee, each oontributing Be. 250; some 
satmgs of tile Bebutter Sui^et were also utSii^. Th^ was a large 'biorease 
in Bailway earnings for the days the Bash festiTal oontinued. 

1>2. Altogether 48,671 persons, on or an" average 119 persons^ diem, 
reoeived their food in the three Thakurbuies in the town of doooh B«iar ; the 
relief ^us obtained by many poor ^ple at a time when prices of food- 
gnuns were high was great. The number of jpersons fed at the Anandainoyi 
Bfaarmasala was 2,841 against 2,889 of the previous year; amongst them were 
many Pandits and other persons belonging to th4 jBhadralogue class who had to 
be lodged there. A monthly subscription of Bs. 25 hag been sanctioned by 
Tour Highness for the Gooch Behar Anathasram from^the budget allotment of 
the Bharmasala. Tour Highness has also given a piece of Iwd rent-free in 
the town of Gooch Behar to this institution, on which the trOstees propose to 
build a suitable hous^ for the accommodation of the orphans. > 

13. Babu Bajani Farta Bhowmick, M.ji. is a very energetic and 
zealous officer; he exercised close supervision over the work done in the 
Thakurbaries and the Bharmasala. 

14. The State Agent in Benares disbursed B/S. 18,277-12-8 against 
Bs. 18,075 of the previous year on account of allowances to persons residing 
in Benares, Fuja expenses of Thakurs, Establishment charges and up-keep of 
the State houses. The Nahabatkhana has been completed^ Babu Syama 
Gbaran Sanyal, State Agent, still continues to discharge his duties satisfactorily 
and to command the respect of the orthodox Hindu community in Benares.

The figures speak for themselves and show how after deducting the 
decreases due to relinquishment and cancellation of leases of badjotes and, even 
those on account of diluvioTi and acquisition of lands for public purposes, 
which the Jotedars are entitled to claim and the State is bound to grant under 
the terms of the I’atta, a net increase of Es. 1 ,611 was obtained by the 
re-settlement of jotes abandoned or of jotes made khas in ^previous years. A 
net increase of Es. 6,723, against Es. 5,970 for the previous year, was also 
obtained by the re-settlement of Syrat melials the leases of which had expired 
during the year under report. The Syrat mehals consist of the ifhts, Ghlts and 
fisheries (^ulkur mehals). The opening of the Eailways and the constructioif 
of a largo number of roads have developed the trade of the country and 
raised the value of the Syrat mehals considerably. As stated in my last teport 
the re-settleraent of the town of Gooch Behar was concluded with effect from 
the beginning of 1314 B.S. (1907-08) and an increase of Es. 2,398 obtained on 
that ac^unt, was enter^ in the Towji for that year. The amount of Es. 880 
shown in the table given above represents the progressive increase for the 
town for the last year. 

6. The balance at the close of 1907-08 amounted^'^to Es. 17,870, while 
that brohght forward in the statements for the year under r^wrt is Es. 19,121? 
The difference represents the amount of increase due to re-settlem'ents oonclud" 
^ with retrospective effect. Together with' the cUttent denmnd of 
Es. 18,93,148 the totfcl demand amounted to 14,12,269, of which 
Es. 18,94,480 was collected. The collections exceed' thfe current demand bVl 
Es. 1,332 and the average collections fox the five previous yeais by Es. 24,879J

The arroiir demand was the largest in Suh-division Jlohligunj where the 
percentage of collection on the' current demand rose from n!)’4 to 100 0 and 
that of the balance on the total dcnuvnd came down from 20 to 1'5. The 
slight falling off in the p('rcentage of collection in all the other places is attri- 
buted to the decrease in the arrear demand. It will be seen that the balance 
at tlio close of the year, amounting to Its. 18,349, of which Its. 3,013 only is 
out of the arrear demand, is the smallest on record, excepting 1907-08 as 
compared with which, however, there was an increase of its. 479 only. The 
total amount includes arrears regarding wliich there are objections as also 
arrears duo from some involved estates under the management of the Court 
of Wards. Time had, as usual, to be given for various reasons to several 
defaulting Jotedars to enable them to satisfy the demands against them. The 
year moreover was not a prosperous one from an agricultural point of view. 
I ani satisfied the collecting officers were indefatigable in their efforts to 
realise the arrears. •

18. Cowmwnication Iwpvovenient Cess . — The current ccss demand for 
the year under report amounted to Rs, 1,938 against Rs. 1,947 of the previous 
year, shewinga net decrease of Rs. 9. Together with an arrear demand of Rs, 16 
the total demand amounted to Rs. 1,954, of which inclusive of an excess pay- 
ment of Rs. 1]], Rs. 2,008 was collected and Rs. 2 remitted, Thetfe was a 
balance of l!s. 55 at the close of the year. Tinder the orders of Your ITighness 
in Council a revaluation of the Lakheraj and Mokarari holdings was made 
during the year. I'here was an increase of Rs. 2G and a decrease of Rs. 3 ; 
there was a further decrease of Rs. 32 owing to the resumption and settlement 
at ordinary rates oftheexUmsivePethhataMehals of Kumar Mukunda Narayan 
who died during the year. There was. thus a net decrease of Rs. 9 as stated 
above.

The increase in cases as stated in paragraph 14 as also the operations 
connected with the revaluation of the Lakheraj and Mokarari melmls, which 
were carried on during the year for the purposes of the Ooss Act, account for 
the increase in the nuinher of petitions reccried and of other papers dealt with 
by the department as well as in the numbel of notices issued. To the kcreasd 
in petitions again is attrilmlahle the increase of Rs. 824-9 in the value of stamps 
sold. The variations under the other two heads call for no particular remarks. 

20. Crops and rontJitinn of the people,— Tho total <j[|ianti4v of rainifell 
n-ghtered at the Sudder station during the year of report' was i26‘'34 iacbes, 
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j^inst 189 81 of the previous year shewing a decrease of 64-’47 inchei. It 
was also leSs than the average of the five previous years ly .41*48 inches. The 
fall was thus inadequate. The distribution also was not even. There were 
seasonable showers from .Tanuaiy to April which enabled the ryots to prepare 
their fields and cultivate Bitri or early rice, but the heavy fall of 27 ’60 inch.es 
in May followed by the insufficient rains of August, amounting to 7'79 inches 
only, interfered both with the cultivation and steeping of jute. The outturn 
of Bitri may be estimated at 12 annas and that of jute at about 9 annas only 
in the average 

21. Haimanti or the late rice fared worse last year than in the ^ear 
previous. There were good showers till the middle of July and no difficulty 
was experienced in preparing seed-beds and raising seedlings. But the rains 
almost ceased towards tiie latter part of the month and as stated above 7*79 
inches only fell in Augusts The result u'as that the seedlings withered taa 
great extent and though with the heavy showers in September fresh seedlings 
were raised and transplantation was carried on vigorously, there was an abrupt 
cessation of the rainS afterwards and the plants did not thrive. The outturn 
was, therefore, poor and did not exceed 9 annas The want of rains in the 
winter affected tin* tobacco plants and there was also some injury done by 
insects in parts of Mathabhanga. The outturn is estimated at 10 annas only. 

22. The price of common rice continued high. It never went below Rs 4-2 
a maund and rose upto even Rs. 0-4 Tlie jute market was dull, the highest; 
price being Rs. 7-8 and tlie lowest Rs. 6. This seriously affected the 
I)eople who in expcHitation of better prices had incurred heavy liabilities 
but as these were never obtained bad large stores left with them. The only 

- redeeming feature was the further imi)rovemcnt in the tobacco market, the 
price rising even to Rs. 20 a maund. The lowest price was Rs. 8, but this 
was for a short time only. There was not much change in the price of mnstard- 
secds and of the oil, it being Rs. 4-8 and Rs. 12 a maund respectively. 

23. The dullne.ss of the jute market and the failure of the Haimanti paddy, 
affected the prosperity of tlie part of the country in which jute was more 
extensiv«4y cultivated. But better prices M'ere obtained for tobacco and the 
prices of food-grains continued high. The people could thus on the wWe tide 
over their difficulties. As in previous years the landless classes and the people 
with fixed incomes suffered most. As the result of the proposals of the Salary 
Committee Your Highness in Council has lately been graciously pleased to revise 
tlic scales of pay and grant increases to the ministerial officers of the State. 
The kindnc'Hs thus shewn to these deserving officers has been gratefully appre- 
ciated by them. 

24. Cholera and small-pox raged more or less ^ in an epidemic form in 
I parts of Sub-divisions Mckligunj and Mathablianga. * Otherwise the health of 

the people was generally good.

Owing chiefly to new ^settlements the current demand of State revenue 
due from and that of rents due to the estates increased. But the outturn^ of 
Haimanti paddy fell below the average and the dullness of the jute market 
seriously affected ryots living in talooks in which jute was extensively grown. 
The result was that the collections fell short of the current demand by 
Rs. 6,796. There was a slight increase of Rs. 233 under miscellaneous 
receipts and the increase of Hs. 1,695 under disbursements represents the in- 
creased surplus collections of the estate of the late Rahamatulla Prodhan 
kept under general deposit *in the Treasury. Owing to the unsatisfismtory 
character of the year and the consequent bad oollecti^ some d^bte had to 
h^B incurred for the payment of Land Revenue due frS the estate, of Bahu 
Tarini Charan Chakravai-tti. This chiefly accounts for the increase in debts.

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80. Asstatedabdvetheohargeof the estate of the latIBabu Rati Deb Buxi 
^ giyen up during the year. Babu Rati Deb was the representative of an 
old femily in the State. He and his ancestors were justly trusted and they 
held the hereditary post of Duar Buxi. He had contracted debts to the 
extent of Es, 69,000 and aS he did not consider it safe to leave the properties 
in the hands of his heirs he executed a wiU by which the management was 
to be over to the State. The authorities granted his prater and the 
charge of the properties was first taken over by the Malcutchery in 1877 and 
then by the Court of Wards subsequently. In previous re^rts it has been 
stated how the State wrote off a large portion of the heavy arrears of revenue 
due to it, and tried to do good to the estate in various other ways. There is 
no doubt that the Court’s management has proved much beneficial to it. 
When its charge was taken over its net income amounted to Rs. 4,000 and 
debts to Rs. 59,000 ; but when th|p Court of Wards gave it up the income had 
risen to about Rs. 7,000 and the debts had come down to Rs. 7,600, of wMch 
Rs. 2,000 were incurred owing to the indiscretion of the late Babu Prosraha 
Kumar Deb Buxi, a son of the late Babu Rati Deb Buxi, who had been 
appointed manager of the estate. Besides the income referred to above 
which is derived from landed properties, the family enjoys an allowance 
of Rs. 1,200 a year which Your Highness was pleased to settle on Babu 
Prasanna Kumar on the abolition of the separate office of the Duar Buxi 
and which on his death has been ordered to be continued to his younger 
brother Babu Sarat Kumar Deb Buxi. Babu Sarat Kumar is now the o^y 
surviving son of the late Babu Rati Deb Buxi. He is already more than 
40 years old and evinced considerable eagerness to take charge of the Estate. 
Your Highness was also anxious to see that some satisfactoiy arrangements 
were made for the repayment of the debts before the charge was made over to 
him. A loan of Rs. 7,600 carrying interest at 5 per cent, per annum and 
repayable in 6 years, was accordingly granted to him by the State to enable him 
to pay off the debts which were incurred at a heavier rate of interest, and the 
charge of the estate was at the same time made over to him. He and the 
three minor sons of Babu Prasanna Kumar Deb Buxi are now the male 
members of the family. On Babu Prasanna Kumar’s death Your Highness was 
pleased to appoint Babu Sarat Kumar Dob as Duar Buxi. He performs the 
ceremonial duties of the office and enjoys the jaigir lands attached to it. 

31. Managers Babu Surja Kanta Das, Amar Nath Munshi, Hara Chandra 
Roy and Tarani Kanta Choudhury as glso the Examiner of Accounts Babu 
IJma Charan Sen discharged their duties satisfactorily. 

32. Character of Ofjicet s. — Babu Ashutosh Ghosh, b.l., is an intelligent, 
careful and hard-working officer ; has done very good work in his Sub-division. 
He is the ablest of all the Naib Ahilkars.

1 ato glad that there was no want of competition amongst the rival AbkAM 
at the time of the sales for the last year and the current demand r^w to 
Es. 1,32,374, shewing a further increase of Es. 9,545 as compared with tho 
current demand for the previous year. The entire amount was coUected. 
Details are shewn in the statement nereto appended. The fluctuations under 
the .principal heads are explained below : —

(2) Imported 5peri<.— Owing to the closing o|^ shop there was a decrease of Rs. SiS 

on account of license-fees. But the consumption mse from 1248 to 1991 bottles, which 
resi^d in an increasjp of Rs. 278-10 in the collecfions on account of duty. It should be 
stated, however, that as compared with the previous five years the consumption decreased by 
nearly 491 bottles in ihe year of report. ' 

(3) Ga7ija . — There was an increase of Rs, 2.296 on account of license-fees and 
Rs. 3,613-8 on that of duty. The increase in license fees was due to increases obtained at 
the general sales for the year and that in duty to increased consumption owing chiefly to 
ireduction in price in Rajshaye whence our supplies'are obtained. 

(4) Opium . — The license-fees fell off by Rs. 96 but owing to adoption of better 
measures for the prevention of -ir.ii;:. the consumption of the drug increased by 19 seers,

89. DuringtheyearunderreportEs. 23)92, 976wa8receivedandR8. 21,8^1'4^ 
paid in currency notes against Ef. 18,08,635 and Rs, 17,87,610, respectivdy, 
of the previous fear, shewing indreases of Es. 6,76,840 and Es. 4,49,230 unler 
receipts and disbursements respeotivefy. As the cash balances in whole rupees 
were very high throughout the year currency notes were aUojred to be freely 
encashed. Hence the increase in receipt of currency notes. The increased 
issue of currency notes was due to the remittance to the Eeserve Tregsury, 
Calcutta, of surplus currency notes belonging to Government. Hithmrtofore the* 
©ovemment remittance had been made only in whole rupees. 

40 It will be seen from the statement hereto annexed that the total stamp 
revenue for the year under review amounted to Es. 1,81,076 against 
Es. 1,73,401-11-9 of the previous year, shewing an increase of Es. 7,614-10-9. 
This increaso is distributed over the whole range of stamp revenue rzeept in 
copying-fee and adhesive stamps. The small decreases under these two stamps, 
viz Es. 123-7-0 under enpying-fee stamps and Es. 101-12 under adhesive stapi^ 
do not call for any special explanation. The larger sale of Judicial and Docu- 
mentary stamps was due partly to high prices of food-grains but chiefly to the 
faUing off in the price of jute on which the ryots had built hopM. They 
incurred liabilities as a set off against this prospective asset; but the noB- 
realization of their hopes resulted in an increase in the institution, of rent wd 
small C^se court suits on the one hand and the execution of a Urge nufinM 
of mortgage and deeds for the sale of properties on the other. The increaise 
in the sale of J udicial stamps is automatically accompanied by an increase in 
the saleOf Coprt-fee stamps. Out of the total gross receipts of Es. 10,81,076-6-6, 

Es. 3,981-3-9 was paid to vendors aS commission, the net stamp revenue 
being Es. 1,77,098-2-9. The following table compares the receipts under each

SECTION V.-BQSCELLANEOIJS. 


42. Bunders . — Since some years the trade of Haldibari has been paytially 
diverted to Chiiahati and Silliguri and there has been no inprorement in the 
condition of the Bunder. During the year under report three European Bnns 
closed their business there. The jute market was unsteady during t^ greatw 
part of 1906-07 and in 1907-08. In the year of report tlio price fell off consi- 
derably. Some merchants also combined not to buy jute in some of the • 
neighbouring Hats and import it to Haldibari as they used to do before, on the 
alleged ground that wet jute was brought in those Hfits. Eor these reasons 
the import of jute carts into the Bunder fell off from 76,935 in 1907-08 to 
66,913 in the year of report. The Marwari Mahajans dealing in tobacco' would 
not buy it owing to rise in the price and th«rc was consequently a dearease in 
the number of tobacco carts from 6,003 to 3,662. There was some improve- 

•mpnt in the numbers of carts bringing bamboos, bamboo mats and gunny cloth 
and the total of carts of all sorts brought to the Haldibari Bunder was 61 270 
against 82,080 shewing a net decrease of 21,410 carts, which resulted in a 
decrease from ^Rs. 10,336 to Bs. 7,668-12 in the collection on account of tolls. 

1 he total expenditure on account of establishment and coutingencies amounted 
to Ks. 1,815 only. 

43. Owing to the comhination of the merchants not to buy jute at the neigh- 

bouring Hats as stated aboTC, a fresh proclamation was issued by the Council 
m continuation of the one of ‘26th September 1894 advising people not to brine 
wet ]ute in the markets for sale, ®

8. The Registrar of Deeds registered 22 deeds in the year under, 
rejwrt against 12 of the previous year, yielding fees amounting to Rs. 62-12 
against Rs. 16. 

9. There were 24 appeals including 10 which remain pending at the 
close of the last* year, against the orders of the Sub-Registrars. Of these, 
21 were disposed of. In seven cases registration wSs ordered and 14 cases 
were dismissed. Only three cases remain^ pending at the close of the year. 

10. The total receipts under fees, fines and other heads during tbnp year, 
amounted to Rs. 11,967-6 against Rs. 10,636-1, shewing an incp^e of 
Rs. 1,431-4-0. The increase was due to the increase in the number of deeds 
registered. 

11. The total disbursements of the Department during the year, amounted 
to Rs. 7,658-11-6 a^inst Rs. 6,818-3-10, shewing an increase of Rs. 740-7-7. 
The increase was chiefly due to the increase in the amount of commission paid 
to the Sub-Registrars and to the payme^of a larger amount of grain allowance 
to the ministerial officers than in the previous year,

2. When the Budget for 1908-09 was originally framed, it was estimated 
that the revenue and expenditure would be Rs. 21,74,570 and»Rs. 24,23,77S, 
respectively, with a surplus of Es. 50,794. But this surplus was reduced to 
Rs. 8,446 when the budget was revised, inspite of the revenue amounting to 
Rs. 25,14,669 having exceeded the original figures by Rs. 39,999. It was the 
expenditure that had to account for the reduction, for it appears that it exceeded 
the original estimate by Rs. 82,348. 

3. In the preceding paragraph, it has been stated that the surplus in the 
revised budget was much reduced. But from the statement of actual revenue 
and expenditure Imreto annexed, it appears that the actual surplus has stood 
at Rs. 36,992 or Rs. 27,647 in excess of ti|^t shewn in the revised estimate. 
Ihis result would have been still more satisfactory had not the Cliaklaiat 
and the I anga estates shewn such a heavy falling off in receipts as Rs. 66,lfe
